A WORD TO PARENTS. 


Mr. Eprror—There is a practice prevaling in 
this village, which calls loudly for reform, and I 
wish the attention of philanthropists and reformers 
might be directed to this subject.

and when the alarm of fire does come in earnest, 
they will be slow to believe it anything more than 
what they hear every night. 

Such practices also injure the reputation of the 
town. Strangers passing through our beautiful 


village in the evening, or tarrying here over night, | 
would naturally infer that the boys of Quincy are | 


very rude, and that their parents have very litte 
government over them. I do hope, for the honor 
of the town, and for the safety and comfort of the 
citizens, that all parents, and all who have any in- 
fiuence, will turn their attention to this subject, and 
try to remedy the evil.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

We notice that a strong effort is making in our 
Legislature to abolish the penalty of death asa 
punishment for crime. For our own part, we Have 
always believed with the author of Paul Clifford, 
“that the worst use you can put a man to, is to 
hang him,” and we, therefore, feel a strong desire 
that the efforts of the philanthropist and Christian 
wiil prevail, and that this relic of a barbarous age, 
will be banished from our statute books. 

It is a singular fact, but one which is no less sin- 
gular than true, that whenever the penalty of death 
for the commission ofa crime has been abolished, 
the crime itself has less frequently occurred, which 
is a sufficient evidence that, by depriving the crim- 
inal of life, instead of lessening the amount of, 
crime, does in fact increase it. Most crimes which 
are punishable by death, are the result of violent 


anger or sudden passion, which is beyond the con- 
trol of him in whose breast it springs. And is it 
to be believed that the fear of the law, in a mind 
thus excited, ever arrested the uplifted arm? No. 
A man may pause when he is about to commit a 
sinful act—he may desist indeed from it, but that 
pause is seldem, perhaps never, from the fear of 
punishment, but rather from those principles of 
morality—those better feelings that are implanted 
in the bosom even of “the vericst wretch on earth,” 
who, as Maturn very beautifully says— 

* Doth cherish in some corner of his head 

Some thought that makes that heart a sanctuary.” 
And it is to these better feelings we look for that 
stronger power to withhold the hand from the com- 
mission of sin. : 

The purpose of punishment is rather to reform 
than to destroy. And in order to make mankind 
better, a systern of reward shouid be adopted with 
che criminal, 2nd not that savage policy which 
binds the victim to the siake, and deprives him 
eren of hope. 

Imprisonment gives to the crimival an opportu- 
nity to reflect upon his past errors. In the solitude 
of his cell, his mind will go back to the scenes and 
the heme of his childhood—he will recall to his 
memery the watchful care of a father and a moth- 
er’s tender devotedness. In such an hour his 
heart will be open to repentance ; he will then feel 
how deeply he has erred, and knowing too that his 
incarceration will depend upon his good condact, 
wnd ever having in view, through the dark and 
hazy distance, the dim, to him, though undying ta- 
per of Horr, he will, in time, be fitted to emerge 
from his prison house, a better and a wiser man. 

How different is it with him condemned to die 
—to be judicially murdered, because for a single 
moment he bad not the moral firmness to resist the 
commission of crime—because for an instant the 
light of reason was eclipsed. For him there is no 
chance of reform—no kindly hand can be extend- 
ed to jead him from his evil path. He has sinned, 
end the edict has gone forth—he must die; for him 
there is no hope. 

There cannot be a doubt that, for society—for 
the suppression of crime—the pevalty of death 
should be abolished. . Laws are made for punish- 
ment and preventien of crime, and both can be ful- 
ly effected by imprisonment. But when the laws 
go farther, and take away life, they lese their ob- 
ject and intent, and become, in the hands of public 
efiicers, nothing more nor less than—judicial re-_| 


venge.

SCHOOL REPORT, 


Respectfully Report—- 


That they have granted certificates of appro- 
ibation to eighteen teachers, made the usual 
| visits, and exercised such supervision over the 
schools as the law and the interests of the 
| schools required. 

It is gratifyicg to believe that the present 
| teachers, as a body, exert a salutary mora! in- 
ae over their pupils; that they are com- 
petent, faithfal and devoted to their calling. 
They iste the sympathy and co-operation of 
the Committee. They need, and should have, 
jthe same of parents, and of all who feel an in- 
terest in the instruction and welfare of the 
|young. Their duties, io consequence of the 
jarge “aumber in most of the schools, are ex- 
ceedingly laborious==their trials numerous and 
|peculiar. We feel confident, should every pa- 
jrent once teach a school of sixty or eighty 
scholars. three months, or even three weeks, 
seldom, if ever, would any complaint be made 
of one who sustained the reputation of a good 
| teacher. 

The whole number of children and youth in 
town between the ages of four and sixteen, as 


ascertained fast May, was nine hundred and 
ninety-four. They were distributed as fol-

| Several of the school rooms, though of svuffi= 
|clent size to contain as many pupils, and even 
more than one teacher can properly govern and 
instruct, can by no means suitably accommo 
date ail that atiend in the winter season. 

| The rapid increase of our population, will 


soon render some farther division or alteration 
in some of the schools absolutely necessary. 


Even now fifty scholars might Le taken from 
the Intermediate and Grammar Schools, in the 
South District, and yet leave every day fifty for 
each teacher. 

There are libraries of suitable and excellent 
books, for the benefit of the schools, in all the 
districts. That in the Centre contains about 
itwo hundred and twenty-six volumes—twenty 
very valuable books having been presented last 
year by a gentleman of the district. The 
South has about fifty volumes, the West one 
hundred and sixty, the North seventy, the East 
and Quincy Point sixty each. 

Singing is practised in.most of the schools, 
by the scholars, asa relaxation and amuse- 
ment. This meefs the approbation of the Com- 
mittee. Jt conduces to health and cheerfulness, 
improves the quality and modulates the tones 
of the voice, and hence renders important aid 
in making good readers, and pleasant and 
agreeable speakers. 

Since large grants of money, and unwearied 
efforts of the best Committee the town ean se- 
lect, will avail but little without well qualified 
teachers, your Committee feel unwilling to 
iclose their ‘report without strenuously urging 
the importance, when vacancies may occur, of 
securing, if possible, those to fill them who 
have fully established their characters as good 
teachers. Where this cannot be done, every 
effort should be made to obtain those who will 
be most likely to prove successful. 

In this way much money may be saved— 
| much just dissatisfaction among parents pres 
vented—the Committee relieved of great anxie- 
ty, and the inconvenience, and disagreeable 
but necessary duty of removing teachers avoid- 
led. 

Nor let it ever be supposed that it is not @ 
matter of much importance who are employed 
to take charge of even small children in ouf

FREDERICK DOUGLAS. 

Frisexp Green—Grateful for past favors, I 
again request a smalf space in your columns 
‘or the insertion of an extract from the speech 
of Frederick Douglas, published in the Belfast 
Chronicle of Jan. 7th, and which 
no doubt will interest that pertion of your read- 
ers who heard him lecture in Quincy last year.

The Rev. J. Nelson read a very excellent 
address to Mr. Douglas and presented him wiih 
a beautiful pocket. Bible, splendidly bound in 
gold. The following is the inscription on the 
first page ;: 

“ Presented by the Belfast Anti-Slavery Sa- 
‘rederick Douglas, a fugitive 
slave from the United States of America, in 
testimony of their admiration of the several 
eloquent lectares which he delivered in Belfast 
on American slavery, in Dec. 1845, and also 
as a tribute of respect and esteem for bis pers 
sonal character.” 

Mr. Douglas, on rising to respond, was re- 
ceived with the greatest enthusiasm. He 
spoke as follows : 

“It would be useless to attempt to cohceal 
my embarrassment in rising to respond to the 
eloquent and highly complimentary address 


| together with the golden gift with which I have 
|just been presented. [am unequal to the work. 
|My ‘eelings are too deep, too strong, too big 
for easy utterance. 


I bave often, in the course 
of my short, though not uneventful life, been 
called upon to respond in accents of warm and 
heartfelt gratitude for noble deeds and gener- 
ous favors conferred upon me by the megnani- 
mous friends of my long enslaved and deeply 
outraged fellow countrymen, but never have [ 
been more at loss for language to fulfil that 
duty than in the present thrilling and interest- 
occasion. The incidents of this morning will 
form a period in my humble history—a period 
to which, with all my hopes and aspirations, [ 
never looked forward, but one to which. while 
memory holds its place, [ shall ever look back 
with the most grateful emotion. I accept 
thankfully this Bible ; and while it shall have 
the best piace in my house, ! trust also to give 
its precepts a place in my heart. The happy 
incidents of this morning have called into re- 
membrance some of my early stuggles after 
knowledge, and the difficulties in the way of 
iis attainment. | remember the first time [ 
ever heard the Bible read, and I tell you the 
truth when! tell you that from that time I 
traced my drst desire to learn to read. I was 
over seven years old; my master bad gone 
out one Sunday nipzht, the children had gone 
to bed, | had under the centre table 
and fullen asleep when my mistress commenced 
to rend the Bibie aloud—so loud that she 
waked me—she waked me to sleep no more! 
I have found since, that the chapter that she 
read was the last chapter of Job. I remember 
my sympathy for the good old man; and my 
great anxiety to know more about him led me 
to ask my mistress—who was at this time a 
kind lady—to teach me to read. Ske come 
menced,and would have, but for the opposition 
of her husband, taueht me to read. She ceas- 
ed to instruct me, but my desire to read contin 
ued asd instead of decreasing, increased ; and 
by the aid of little boys obtained at different 
times, [ finally succeeded in learning td read. 
After learning to read, my desire for books was 
equal tomy éarly desire to learntoread. I 
have frequently with my fingers from the mud 
and filth of the gutters, raked leaves of the sa- 
cred volume. These | have washed and dried, 
and read the words of heavenly wisdom which 
they contained, with a glad heart, considering 
myself fortunate to enjoy such a privilege. 

I trust I shall not be deemed presumptuous 
or egotistical when I say, that from my present 
position, | see points in my humble history 
which seem marked by the finger of God, 
Twenty years ago, while lying, not unlike a 
pet dog, at the feet of my mistress, in Baltimore, 
| was roused from the sweet sleep of childhood 
to hear the narrative of Job. A few years af- 
terward found me searching for the Scriptures 
in tbe muddy street gutters, and rescuing its 
pages from the filth into which neglect and

wastefulness plunged them. 
J escaped from my chains, gained partial free- 
dom and became an advocate for the emancipa- 
tion of my race. During this advocacy, a sas 
picion obtains that lam not what l profess to 
be, to silence which, it is necessary to write out 
my experience in slavery and give names of 
my enslavers. This endangers my liberty. 
Persecuted, hunted, outraged in America, I 
have come to England, and behold the change! 
The chattel becomes a man. I breathe, and [ 
am free. Instead of culling the scriptures 
from the mud, they come to me dressed in pol- 
ished gold, asthe free and unsolicited gift of 
devoted hearts. I will take tt, and while I live 
preserve it, and long after | have gone home to 
my reward, if my will is carried ont, it shall 
be preserved by my children and remain a me- 
mento in the house of Douglas till time shall 
it into cust.
